Austi n, Tex., Aug. 22, (/p)— Cotton 
f a rm e rs have good reason to protest 
a g a i n s t th e price of $50 per ton for 
cotton seed, the price they are now 
g ett ing, acc ord ing to Fr ed W. Davis, 
comm iss ioner of ag ri cu lt u re. 
Cotton 
seed is at least $20 a ton lower than 
it should be, Mr. Davis says. 
In the absence of g o v e r n m e n t r e g u ­ 
lations of th e price of cotton se*>d at 
thla time, Mr. Davis says 
the rule 
wh ic h should govern it is the price of 
o t h e r comm odities whi ch are sold In 


com petit ion to cotton seed products. 
T h e oil should br in g its re lative value 
with all o th er fats, ho contends, and 
t h Q cake and hulls wi th o th er feed«. 
Mr. Davis then recalls t h a t on N o ­ 
ve mbe r 14 an d De ce m be r 14 last year, 
prime cru d e oil was quoted at $ 1 6 .9 3 . 
Cotton seed on the same dates b r o u g h t 
$70 per ton. Pri me crude at the pr es­ 
en t time. Mr. Davis says, is quoted at 
$17.50, while ther e is no m at eri al 
c h an g e in cake and hulls. Fr om these 
co mparis ons he concludes th at cotton 
seed should 'bring at least $70. 
“ It is claimed that the seed is pro­ 
ducing a smaller am ount of oil be­ 


cause of the dry w eather,” continues 
Mr. Davis, “but dry 
weather con­ 
ditions prevailed last year also.” 
T h e crushers have contended th»t 
they should have a wider spread than 
last ye ar because their operating ex ­ 
penses ha ve increased. 
If this is so, 
the cost of p ro d u c in g cotton seed has 
j in cieased in g r e a t e r proportion, their 
| avera ge yield being less. 
T h e cotton farm ers, the commls- 
! sioner contends, “ are entitled to all 
: th eir produc t 
is w or th In 
a com­ 
petitive m ar k e t a f te r th e proper cost 
j and profits of handling have been de- 
j ducted.”
